In the'first six months of this year 
there were only 14 lynchings as compared with 30 in the same 
period in-1922 and 33 in 1921.

to know the actual figures would guess. 
. The commission on race relations, of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, gives two reasons for this 
improvement: 


The campaign of education carried on by the churches of
